estimates, vdll take a mihimum of one month to accomplish, and (3) the 
procedural steps to be followed after the ne;v system has been instituted 
involving the preparation of new security index cards and the altering and

Due to the nature of IBII tabulating machines and the Cardatype 
machine, some minor changes in fom are necessary on the 5x8 security 
index card. These changes, hov/ever, vdll result in our being able to 
include more data on the security index card and the more important data 
in a more prominent position. In order to facilitate the operation of the 
machine and the appearance of the card where practical certain auto suggestive 
abbreviations v/ill be used, I-any of these abbreviations are presently being 
used by the statistical Section on the existing IKi punch cards. The 
following types of abbreviations vdll be used: * ; , \»

The Cardatype rachine is basically a typevrriter in so far as its 
spacing and typing operations are concerned. It vdll be recalled that the 
machine prints in solid caps only and does not type any punctuation marxs. 
On the usual 5x8 soace there are 30 typing lines and 95 typing spaces. 
However, certain tolerance wiU iiave to be permitted in oraer to leave 
sufficient .-oargins. Therefore, the full 30 lines and the full 95 spaces 
will not be used. Tentatively it is planned that the cara will be la^d out 
in a manner as close as possible to the following outline. 

The upoer left hand corner will contain the individual's surname, 
follo./ed by the first name and any middle names. Follovdng across on the same 
line win be the citizenship, nationalistic tendency or or.-anisational a.fiii- 
aUon. Detcom tabbing, Gonsab tabbing, key figure or top functionary aesig- ^ 
natioJ, special designation anc office of origin. The follovang line, beginning 
toward the Juiddle of the page would continue ^vith the Bureau file nuiaber, race, 
sex, date of birth and place of birth. Tiie Une immediately follovdng would 
then begin at the left hand margin and continue to approxi:aately the center 
of the card. This space and as many lines as vjould be needed v;ould be used 
for the aliases, ihe aliases would be set forth in their usual order, e.g., 
first n.nne, niddle naMO, and surna:ne, hov;ever, each name would be separated 
by 3 full spaces in order to avoid confusion and the complete name woula be 
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set forth on one line, a naae would not be split and carried partially on 
one line and completed on the following line. Dropping dovm to approximately 
the Uth or 15th line -sihich would be the half way mark on the card, the vital 
industry code designation vjould be set forth. This code will reflect the 
service' of the national defense estabiisnment interested in the subject's^ 
place of eaployment and the product or service reason for the facility being 
designated as vital by that service. Inaediately follo'ving the vital industry 
designation, the follov-lng lines vdll reflect the subject's occupation, 
eaployment' and employment address. Lastly, on approximately line 21 be- 
ginning at the left hand margin and \i±th as aany lines as are necessary, 
the subject's residence -vill be set forth. One additional item of informa- 
tion vail apnear on the 5x8 card and that, is the serial number assigned 
to the individual by the ijtatistical Section, used by them for sorting 
purposes. This serial number will be* placed in the la.ver right hand comer 
of the card, « ' 

This card although containing some abbreviations should be very 
easily read by anyone having eleaentary knowledge of the operation of the 
index. It vdll contain the following items of information which have not 
previously been available on the card, namely, key figure or top functionary 
designation, sneci?=l designation and vital industn' designation. Vhe in-

of^this data. The card vdll appear, as much as is possible, very similar 
to the attached sample. It may be necessary on receipt of the machine to 
make minor adjustments and alterations in order to fit the exact operation 
of it. 

PROCSSURES TO BS FOLLQV.^ DUPJHS CHAITGE-CVER ' 

The change-over does at the present tLme not present any great ^ 
problems, however, there are two considerations which must be borne in mind 
in order that this change-over can be accomplished vdthout difficulty. They 
are, namely, that the change-over is complete and that no iteas of information 
are lost or o-nitted or duplicated and, that the, change-over will of necessity 
run over a period of time, rresent estimates indicate that a minimum of at 
least one month vdll be required in accomplishing this, in order, therefore, 
that the change-over may be accomplished as smoothly as possible vdth the 
minimum aiaount of disruotion, maximum accuracy and that even during the 
period of the change-over the security index rdll be functioning at all times 
should a possibility of an emergency arise in this period, the follovdng 
steps will be followed by the Security Index Desk and the Statistical :>ection. 
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Tott Hill recall that under the simplification arrangement of 
the security in§ex the geographical security iJidex cards main- 
tained by the Security Index Desk were to be destroyed. You 
Tfill also recall that these cards -were tenporarily retained and 
kept up to date oending their possible use in the change-over 
involving the Cardatype machine. It is anticipated, therefore, 
that the geographical cards and the cabinet containing them yall 
•be moved to the Statistical Section in the Identification BuiOii- 
ing. This TTill be the basis from imich the Statistical Section 
Tiill operate their n&n punch cards* 

The Security Index Desk -will continue to operate as it has in the 
past. iJhen reconaehdations for new security index cards are 
approved, the $ x 8 cards to.11 be prepared in duplicate as vrell as 
alias cards by the typists in the Internal Security Section. The 
outgoing coExninicaticn aid the cards Td.ll be routed to the Security 
Index Clerk rho Trt.ll file the cards in their proper place and trans- 
mit the outgoing connunication to the field. The geographical card, 
however, vdll be fonrarded by the clerk to the Statistical Section 
to be kevt mth the Geographical cards over there. Ml corrections 
affecting the secarifcy index '.Till be cade by the Sscurity^inces 
Clerk on the aJLpnabexicai caras reiiainea a-o x.ne oecurxojr . 
Desk. After these have been made at the Security Index Desk, the 
correction cosmunication ttLH be forwarded to the Statistical 
Section. The Security Index Clerk will also make cancellations 
of his cards as in the past. Cancellations, after having been 
made at the Security Index Desk will* be forwarded to the Statisti- 
cal Section. 

The Statistical Section will continue to operate and maintain the 
old IBM tab cards which are presently in existence. The operation 
relating to these cards will continue as in the past. In addition, 
all changes affecting the security index will also be made to the 
geographical cards. It is believed desirable and necessary that 
one of the security index clerks presently working at the Security 
Index Desk accompany the geographical cards and work m the ^ 
Statistical Section during the period of the change-over. He will 
be responsible for maintaining the geographical cards in an up-to- 
date condition with the changes which come in. This will be 
identical v.lth the work which he has been doing at the Security 
Index Desk with the exception that that section of the index is 
DhsrsicalU' located in the Identification Building. You -will recall 
from this set of cards that the Statistical Section will punch the 
new tabulating cards. It will be the responsibUity of this clerk

BACKGROUND 

Tou will recall that during the recent inspection of the Se- 
curity Investigative Division^ the Inspector requested that a report 
he made showing the current status of work in the Security Index Unit 
as of Decer^.ber 15, 1950, This instruction was complied with by nsr.o- 

pointed out that 7 Supervisors had been loaned to this Section from 
the Correlation-Ziaison Section to assist in reducing the delinquency 
which existed at that time. There were 12 Supervisors regularly as- 
signed to this Unit and with the addition of the 7 men on loan^ a 

'total of 19 Supervisors was in the Unit as of December 15, 1950. 
Since that time, one Supervisor has been transferred to the field so 
that at the present time IS Supervisors are so assigned. A replace-^

lUPORTANCE OF WORK -/ ' 

You are fully conversant with the tremendous increase' of 
work on the Security Index Desk since the beginning of the Korean 
crisis. This has been due, of course, to a large extent by a re-- 
vision of Bureau policy requiring the field to currently investi^ 
gate and recommend for the Security Index any individual who is 
presently a member of the Communist Party or related subversive 
group or who might be currently following and espousing the Com^ 
munist Party line. The Security Index is the very heart of the 
Bureau's internal security program. If we are to carry out our re-^ 

eponsibilities under this program, it is imperative that the work 
on this desk be kept in a current condition at all times since in 
all probability we will have little if any advance notice as to 
when we may be called upon to effect apprehens ions of the persons 
in our Security Index. Consequently, ^qll inc^oming^ maiji^ relating to

a Security Index subject or to a subject on whom a Security Index 
card is contemplated must be handled without delay. Unless suf- 
ficient manpower is available as it relates to the supervisory, 
staff, it is obvious that incoming mail from the field cannot be

PRESENT STATUS OF WORK

J Quent items in the Security Index Unit or an average of items 
i hrmKT^This reflects a considerable decrease in delinquency 
<in this Unit since as of December 9, 1950, there was a total of 
U407 delinquent items in the Unit. I feel that for the first time 
''I in the past twelve months. we are now in a position where the 
status of the ^nnrk in this Unit is satisfajs dLQXM.* Thjs is due to 
^the personnel .presently assigned, plus the fact that considerable 
t effort has been expended by these men to place this Unit ma cur- 
rent status. We are now in a position to comply with recently 
issued instructions that ticklers must be followed on all pending 
oases at least once every 90 days. Unless the personnel present- 
ly available remains assigned to this Unit, it will not be possible 
to comply with this instruction, ^. 

VO LUME OF WORK 

As of January '26, 1951, there were included in ouj: Se- 
curity Index 14,057 names. Included therein were 1,450 key 
figures and 67 top functionaries. Since case assignments are 
BOde to 16 of the 16 Supervisors in t'he Unit, 2 being assigned 
to policy matters and specials, this means that each Supervisor 
is responsible for nearly 1,000 Security Index subjects, This 
alone means that a tremendous volume of mail is coming across the 
desk of each Suvervisor, In addition, numerous reports are re- 
ceived on individuals who are investigated but not deemed suf- 
fioiently dangerous to be included in the Index, A current mail-
